By th 2 tim e the latter arrived the 
girl was rolling upon the floor scream ­ 
ing and shouting. 
She was com plete­ 
ly exhausted, and when convulsions, 
which caused ail of the muscles in her 
body and limbs to twitch in a shock­ 
ing manner, set in she became uncon­ 
scious. 
The jumping m ovem ent con­ 
tinued nearly half an hour, and then 
despite the physicians efforts, she ex­ 
pired.

B eginning With Bees. 
There is won d erful d ifferen ce bet ween 
the hon ey yield s of d ifferen t localities; 
on e m an m ay report: “ I n ev er had a 
greater crop;” while an other will say: 
“ My bees hav e d on e scarcely an y ­ 
thin g.” There are localities where com b 
hon ey can n ot be profitably prod uced , 
an d others where it will n ot pay to 
run for extracted hon ey; in m ostcases 
a jud icious com bin ation giv es l» est re­ 
sult. Comb-hon ey is largely sold by 
its appearan ce; therefore choose a lo­ 
cation where hon ey p la n ts are such as 
to prod uce the fin est an d best, lion ey. 
If possible, locate n ear large alfalla 
field s; or where the m oun tain sid es are 
cov ered with the d ifferen t species of 
sage, or in places w here Californ ia 
lilac aboun d s. An apiary should be 
located in a v alley, so as to giv e the 
bees a greater ran ge of flight. The

apiary.

The germ is of am ber color, 
ab out the con sisten cy of old cheese, 
an d cuts un d er a kn ife exactly like 
cheese. The bod y is hard er, ot v ari­ 
ous colors, an d much less susceptible 
to a tta c ks of w ater o r in sects. These 
are the characteristics of well-ripen ed 
seed , an d are in v ariable.

is caught by frost before becomin g 
ripe, the chit crum bles to a fin e pow­ 
d er an d l» ecomes d ead . 8 o the 
test of 
good seed , sure to grow, is the cheesy 
character of the germ; a v ery simple 
thin g, easily tested with a sh arp kn ife, 
An d in fallible. 


H ens or Pullets for La ying? 
W hether to retain the old lien s or 
to hatch early pullets is on e of the un ­ 
settled question s in keepin g poultry, 
says P oultry Y ard . The fact is both 
the old hen s an d pullets m ay l>e pre- 
ferred , accord in g to circum stan ces. 
T h at the pullets seem to excel the 
hen s at tim es is true, but th© m atured 
hen is b etter for breed in g purposes 
th an the pullet. The hen , after she 
begin s to lay, will often grow fat an d 
rem ain so on a v ery sm all quan tity of 
food . 
It is d ifficult to red uce a fat 
hen except by actual starv atio n , es­ 
pecially with some breed s, an d this is

T o Tell Good S e e d s From Ba d, 
The G erm an tow n Telegraph giv es a 
test for the v itality of seed s which we 
d o n o t rem em ber 
hav in g seen in 
p rin t before. Corn is taken as the 
sam ple, b ut the facts are true of ail 
grain s. All seed s m ay be d iv id ed in ­ 
to three p arts, the germ, the bod y an d 
the skin . 
The germ is the p a rt which 
con tain s the life prin ciple—the p a rt 
which sprouts, an d is therefore the 
life of the seed an d of the future plan t. 
On the v igor an d perfection o ' the 
germ o r chit d epen d s the v alue of the 
seed . The bod y is the reserv e fun d of 
the germ, which supports the em bryo 


se of the rem ain d er. There 
some ad v an tage in keepin g m an ure in 
the barn yard un til it is well ro tted 
an d fin elv com m in uted ; but this a d ­ 
v an tage is often m ore th an coun ter­ 
balan ced by the failure to care for it 
properly.

W hat Every Girl Can Make. 
Open a sheet of fine imported tissue 
paper, fold in the center, lengthwise, 
once, then fold the other way twice 
and cut. 
There will be six squares. 
Fold across, cornerwise, three times, 


cut a deep round scallop, and unfold. 
You have six rounds of eight scallops 
each. 
Tse four sheets of any shade 
desired. 
Fold and cut each sheet the 
same as the first. 
Take one round of 
the paper, fold one scollop lengthwise 
in the center on one wire of a com ­ 
mon hairpin, holding the head ot the 
pin in the right hand. 
Dress the pa­ 
pers into gathers with the left hand, 
pressing toward the right, without 
breaking the paper. 
Shirr each scal­ 
lop in this way. then take one round 
of each shade, from dark to light, and 
tack together in the center, and you 
will have six handsome m ats. 
Some 
decorate them by taking some rose- 
colored paper, red, pink, yellow and 
cream*white. 
Fold and cut in the 
same way three rounds of each color— 
size three inches each; shirr

Beginning With Bees. 


There is wonderful difference between 
the honey yields of different localities; 
one man m ay report: “ I never had a 
greater crop;” whffe another will say: 
“My bees have done scarcely 
any­ 
thing.” There are localities wherecomb 
honey cannot be profitably produced, 
and others where it will not pay to 
run for extracted honey; in m ost cases 
a judicious com bination gives best re­ 
sult. 
Comb-honey is largely sold by 
its appearance; therefore choose a lo­ 
cation where honey plants are such as 
to produce the finest and best honey. 
If possible, locate near large alfalfa 
fields; or where the m ountain sides arc 
covered with the different species of 
saee, or in places where California 
lilac abounds. 
An apiary should be 
located in a valley, so as to give the 
bees a greater Hinge of flight. 
The 
swarming 
tendency 
is 
more 
or 
less governed 
bv 
position 
of the 
apiary. 
If 
well 
shaded, 
and 
along some river bottom swarming 
can be controlled very easily. If in a 
m ountain or foothill country, you 
will have abundance of swarms, and 
the main difficulty in locations like 
this rn to keep them from swarming 
too much. 
To get stocked up with 
bees better go to some successful bee­ 
keeper up with the times, and pur­ 
chase from him three or four colonies 
in m ovable frame hives. 
It is best 
not to sta rt with too many, but learn 
as you go.* 
The 
debated 
question. 
“Which 
bees to sta rt with?” is of little mo­ 
ment to a beginner. After you find out 
your location, then try the different 
races until you find one th a t suits 
you. 
Some races of bees do Mel I in 
one location some in another. After 
getting your bees home and on their 
permanent stands, read some good 
book on beekeeping and suscribe for 
one or more good papers. I think a 
bee 
journal 
of 
more 
impor­ 
tance than a bee book, 
because the 
journal is constantly presenting the 
new and valuable discoveries made 
by the m ost progressive apiarists of 
theday. 
Bet1 culture could only be 
learned by study and practice. 
J>earn 
the principles from the books and pa­ 
lters, then practically apply them; 
visit some successful apiarist. 
One 
visit will sometimes he worth a good 
many dollars to a 
beginner. 
After 
you are started well study your m ar­ 
ket; try and build up a good home 
m arket. 
Sell nothing but a good a r­ 
ticle, thoroughly Mel! ripened, and in 
a neat, attractiv e 
shape. T ry 
and 
have all your honey first class. Honey 
should tie lek in the hives until th or­ 
oughly evaporated and all sealed up. 
l>o not extract before it is all capped. 
Try 
and 
use 
a 
one-sized frame 
throughout the apiary; two or more 
sized frames are a great bother.—P a ­ 
cific Rural Press.

ripe, the chit crumbles to a fiue pow­ 
der and becomes dead. 
So the test of 
good seed, sure to grou\ is the cheesy 
character of the germ; a very simple 
thing, easily tested with a sharp knife, 
and infallible. 


Hens or Pullets for Laying? 
W hether to retain the old hens or 
to hatch early pullets is one of the un 
settled questions in keeping poultry, 
says Poultry Yard. 
The fact is both 
the old hens and pullets may be pre­ 
ferred, according to circumstances. 
T h at the pullets seem to excel tile 
hens a t times is true, but the matured 
hen 
is better for breeding purposes 
than the pullet. 
The hen, after she 
begins to lay, will often grow fat and 
remain so on a very small quant ity of 
food. 
It is difficult to reduce a fat 
hen except by actual starvation, es­ 
pecially with some breeds, and this is 
the difficulty, though unknown to 
some, th a t induces them to discard 
her for the pullet, as the pullet from 
doing double duty of laying and grow­ 
ing, does not fatten so readily. 
The 
chicks from eggs produced by hens are 
nearly always stronger and more vig­ 
orous than those produced by pullets, 
and tile lien lays a larger egg than the 
pullet. 
The claim th at the lien will 
not lay as many eggs the second and 
third years as the first is not true. 
The lien simply fattens more readily 
as she enters her second year and be­ 
comes aged. 
If fed judiciously, she 
should cost less than the pullets aud 
lay more eggs, aa well as retain her 
vigor till she is five or six years old.— 
Western Rural.

Seed potatoes 
free from scab upon soil free from the 
disease will produce healthy potatoes. 
3. The disease germs can remain in 
the ground from one crop to another. 
But not the least interesting is the 
dem onstrated fact th at by soaking 
the seed in certain chemicals before 
planting an undiseased crop can be 
grown from the scabbiest potatoes, 
provided the soil tie free from the scab 
germs. 
The point is to kill the ad­ 
hering germs and

the 


Worms at th e Root of a Rose. 
Tile small white worms th at infest 
potted plants an J eat the root s are 
the young of a small black fly th at 
breeds in manure or rich 
soil. 
The 
flies may beseen about the roots on 
the surface of the soil, and are most 
easily destroyed by pouring strong 
tobacco Mater on the earth. 
There 
is no need to repot the plants if tiffs 
remedy is applied. 
It may be needed 
more than once, and any 
flies seen 
should be caught and 
killed. 
The 
flies, or rather tile grubs, are general­ 
ly brought in the manure. 
Another 
remedy is to dip the pot completely 
under water a t a heat of IOO cleg. or 
as hot as the finger can be kept in it 
for a second. 
This will drive out or 
kill all kinds of worms, and especial­ 
ly earth worms, Mhich are often in­ 
jurious to plants groMing in pots. 
It 
is advisable Mhen choosing the soil 
for such plants to sift it and examine 
it carefully for these posts, 
and see 
th a t it is free horn them. 
The first 
indication of the presence of these 
pest is the yellow ness-of the leaves 
and their dropping from the stems. 


The R edness of Burned So.I. 
All soil contains more or less iron. 
And when neM’ land is cleared the 
ground under the log heaps is often 
quite red from the iron contained in 
it, and which has been oxidized by the 
burning. 
There are cases in which 
burned earth is used as manure with 
benefit, and the reason is th a t the 
burning oxidizes some of the idsolubie 
earthy m atter and renders it avail­ 
able for plant food.

Into this solu­ 
tion place the washed potatoes for an 
hour and a half. 
The liquid can be 
used for further potatoes. 
After the 
treatm ent the tubers ran be cut ami 
planted in the usual maline*. 
The 
substance employed is a strong poison 
and great care needs to be taken in 
its use. 
A sim ilar scab is found on 
beets of various sorts and 
as it is 
probably the same, it is unwise to 
raise potatoes on the same land suc­ 
cessively if they are scabby and it fol 
lows th a t beets should 
not 
follow 
scabby potatoes. 
It is probable th at 
other root crops are infested with the 
fungous disease, and likewise it is to 
be expecteil th at other preventatives 
will be found effective.—Dr. Byron I).

C o n trast of Ce iara. 
A cellar built with too little expense 
is generally a costly adjunct as long 
as it lasts. 
The walls are often not 
thick enough or properly m ortared to 
make them durable and frost-proof. 
A mere breaking of joints w ithout us­ 
ing m ortar in the middle of the wall 
will not hold it firmly together. 
A 
poorly built cellar, while it lasts, in­ 
curs a necessity for banking every au­ 
tumn, when a quantity of manure or 
straw is placed between the house and 
an unsightly fence 
surrounding it. 
The following spring this must fie 
drawn away and a general scraping 
given to the ground it occupied. 
P ro­ 
viding a harbor for rats and mice and 
the killing of all the grass near the 
house are among Hie exterior effects. 
The contents of the cellar are liable to 
freeze in very cold weather unless a 
fire be kept burning, which incurs ex­ 
pense, bother and danger. 
The 
modern cellar wall is built 
about 2 ft. 
thick 
and m ortared 
throughout above a line 4ft. from the 
bottom . 
The top is extended to the 
floor above, against which it is snugly 
pointed. 
No banking outside and no 
stove 
or 
frost 
inside. 
Windows 
double-pane, well puttied and fitted 
remove the necessity of a candle on 
entering. 
It is im portant to give the 
ground surrounding the house a good 
grade and provide eave* roughs for the 
house, also the earth in contact with 
the wall may become saturated with 
water, adm itting frost more readily 
than a merely m oist soil and increas­ 
ing the liability to heave the wall in­ 
ward. 
A cement floor th a t may be 
readily cleaned with moo or broom 
and th a t excludes vermin is a wel­ 
come improvement. 
The destruction 
in a single year of fruits, potatoes and 
vegetables by rats and meadow-moles 
M'ould go far tow ard meeting the ex­ 
pense of a floor to exclude them .— 
Clark M. Drake. 


To Tell Good Seed s From Bad, 
The Germantown Telegraph gives a 
test for the vitality of seeds which we 
do not remember 
having seen in 
print before. Corn is taken as the 
sample, but the facts are true of ail 
grains. 
All seeds may be divided in­ 
to three parts, thegerm, the body and 
the skin. 
The germ is the p art which 
contains the life principle—the part 
which sprouts, and is therefore the 
life of the seed and of the future plant. 
On the vigor and perfection of the 
germ or chit depends the value of the 
seed.

MRS, ANNlB BESANT, 


Preliminary Remarks to a T w enty- 
P a g e B io g r a p h ic a l S k e t c h b y E d i­ 
t o r S t e a d , In E n g lis h E d itio n “ R e ­ 
v ie w o f R e v ie w s .” 
Annie Besant is now, as she has 
been for the last four or five years, 
one of my m ost intimate friends. I 
had not the privilege of knowing her 
in her earliest phase, either of school­ 
girl Evangelicalism or of young- woman 
Puseyism, but I knew her as Material­ 
ist and Atheist. I know her as Theo- 
eophist, and whatever development 
she may pass through will in no way 
affect the sentiment of affectionate 
admiration with which I regard her. 
. . . Last month her name was 
in every mouth, and the papers were 
filled with endless letters discussingthe 
latest phase of her progress in search of 
truth. . . . Tlie other day she was 
presiding over a Socialist Congress in 
Paris, next year no onecan say where 
she will be or what she will be doing, 
except that, whatever she may do or 
wherever she may go, one thing only 
is quite certain, she will be animated 
by a passionate love and sympathy 
for the poor and oppressed, and she 
will command the enthusiastic affec- 
tipn of all those 
who 
come 
near 
enough to her to know h r as she 
realiy is. 
Yet Mrs. Besant, one of the half- 
dozen women who have stamped tlie 
impress of their strong and vivid per­ 
sonality upon their own time, is one 
to whom, until but the other day, it 
was considered hardly correct to al­ 
lude, except in the most distant man­ 
ner, as if she inhabited another and 
improper world. When I started this 
Review I had to put my foot down, 
before the lirst number saw the light, 
on an attempt to enforce even in these 
pages the policy of boycott that still 
nrevails in certain obscure quarters. 
Mrs. Besant, had written me a cordial 
little note welcoming the new Review, 
which was inserted among the other 
letters which I received from the emi­ 
nent business men and women of the 
day. The business side of the Review 
remonstrated. “Was very sorry, you 
know, really. Great regard for Mrs. 
Besant, but business is business, and 
it would never do, and especially in 
the first number, to parade her name. 
Couldn't Mr. Stead leave it over till 
February?” 
To which the editorial 
side replied as mi;:lit be expected, only 
to elicit the further protest: “Well of 
course, if you will, you must, but re­ 
member, that name will cost us hun­ 
dreds of subscribers. There are scores 
of clergymen who will never allow the 
Review to enter their doors if Mrs. 
Besant’s name appears in its col­ 
umns.” That may or may not be 
true. If it is, so much the wor>;e for 
the clergymen in question. 
Of course 
her letter went in. 
But the protest 
was interesting as illustrating the 
kind of prejudice which lias existed 
about Mrs. Besant. 
It may be that even now some read­ 
ers may have so little entered into 
the spirit with which every page of 
this magazine has been written since 
the first summary overruling of the 
protests against the publication of 
her letter, as to object to theselection 
of Mrs. Besant as the subject of this 
Character Sketch. 
All that I need 
say to them is, whether the}' be many 
or few, that when they have made a 
tithe of her sacrifices for conscience 
sake they may be in a position to 
criticise. 
Until then they will do well 
to be silent, and endeavor, if they can, 
to catch a little of her spirit. Most of 
those whc sie.c: at her as if she were 
disreputable, or shrug their shoulders 
when hei name is mentioned, might 
then peri.apt come to be numbered 
among those who are worthy to loose 
the latchet of her shoe. 
One result of the persistent boycott 
na. been maintained against fier so 
long by the papers is that one of the 
most charming and pathetic autobio­ 
graphical skettlies in our language is 
practically non-existent for the great 
mass of tlie English-speaking public. 
Airs. Besant’s fragmentary sketches 
of her spiritual pilgrimage, although 
published in 1885, is I suppose, al­ 
most unknown to my readers. The 
book is out of print, and they will 
therefore be grateful for the extracts 
which I shall make freely from its 
pages. 
I hope, now the ice has been 
broken, ami the great slow-minded 
public lias wakened up at last to the 
fact that Mrs. Besant is one of the 
most remarkable women of our time 
she will republish it with an addition­ 
al chapter describing the later stages 
of 
her 
pilgrim’s 
p r o g r e ss. 
An autlientic narrative of the soul- 
journeyings of an intensely religious 
soul from Evangelism to Puseyism, 
and thence through Broad Church 
Theism to the Mat negations of an 
Atheistic Materialism, out of which 
she lias emerged, by way of Spiritual­ 
ism, into the realm of Theosophy, is 
one of which we may search in vain in 
contemporary 
religious biography. 
Such a story could not fail to be full 
of suggestion in any case, even if the 
writer wer.e obscure and unknown. 
How much more interesting, then, 
must it be when it reaches us from one 
of the most eloquent of living women, 
who is still in the zenith of her pow­ 
ers.

It la a R ich a n d F e r tile C o u n tr y W ith 
A b le R u le r s. 
Siam, has been until lately, a terra 
incognita, a country whose only pro­ 
duct so far as was known to Ameri­ 
cans and 
Englishmen, was the fa­ 
mous 
Siamese 
twins. 
The 
first 
treaty of commerce was made by the 
Siamese Government with England in 
1857, since which a little lias been 
added to our knowledge of the coun­ 
try and its people. The area of Siam 
is twice that ot Great Britian and Ire­ 
land. The population is said to be 
about six million. 
The Siamese sovereigns have usu­ 
ally been of considerable ability and 
in energy and enlightenment are su­ 
perior to most Asiatic potentates. 
The late King of Siam and his success­ 
or have done what they couid to in­ 
troduce the forms of Western civiliza­ 
tion. 
Bangkok the capital, has the 
electric light, tram cars, and govern­ 
ment offices of European architecture, 
and the present King has also shown 
himself a reformer of abuses, especial­ 
ly of the worst of Siamese social evils, 
the universality of serfdom and the 
prevalence of slavery. 
Further and much-needed reforms 
are expected from him, but even were 
the political and fiscal administration 
of the kingdom very much bet ter than 
it is, the Siamese, a liyht-hearted na­ 
tion of Buddhists, fond of amusement 
and accustomed to fr* quent holidays, 
are little fitted to develop th« great 
resources of tlu-ir country . 
Its inter­ 
nal trade is chiefly in the hands ol 
Chinese, who, with the Malays, add 
some millions more to the estimated 
population already stated. Railways 
are being constructed, and Europeans 
have been encouraged by the policy' oi 
.Siamese royalty to settle at Bangkok, 
and to develop the external trade ol 
Siam.—St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

What Every Girl Can Make.

You have six rounds of eight scallops 
each. 
I'se four sheets of any shade 
desired. Fold and cut each sheet the 
same as the first. Take one round of 
the paper, fold one scollop lengthwise 
in the center on one wire of a com­ 
mon hairpin, holding the head of the 
pin in the right hand. 
Press the pa­ 
pers into gathers with the left hand, 
pressing toward the right, without 
breaking the paper. Shirr each scal­ 
lop in this way, then take one round 
of each shade, from dark to light, and 
tack together in the center, and you 
will have six handsome mats. 
Some 
decorate them by tak<ng some rose- 
colored paper, red, pink, yellow and 
cream-white. 
Fold and cut in the 
same w ay three rounds of each color— 
size three inches each; shirr 
in the 
same way. Take a piece of yellow pa­ 
per on a wire for the center, put them 
on the wire and you have a handsome 
rose. Place, equal distances apart, 
one of each shade around the mat 
and fasten ill place.

Beginning With Bees. 
There is wonderful difference bet ween 
the honey yields of different localities; 
one man may report: “I never had a 
greater crop;’’ while another will say: 
“My bees have done scarcely any­ 
thing.” There are localities where comb 
honey cannot he profitably produced, 
and others where it will not pay to 
run for extracted honey; in most cases 
a judicious combination gives best re­ 
sult. Comb-honey is largely sold by 
its appearance; therefore choose a lo­ 
cation where honey plants are such as 
to produce the finest and best honey. 
If possible, locate near large alfalfa 
fields; or where the mountain sides are 
covered with the different species of 
sage, or in places where California 
lilac abounds. An apiary should he 
located in a valley, so as to give the 
bees a greater range of flight. The 
swarming 
tendency 
is 
more 
or 
less governed by position of the 
apiary. 
If 
well 
shaded, 
and 
along some river bottom swarming 
can be controlled very easily. If in a 
mountain or foothill country, you 
will have abundance of swarms, and 
the main difficulty in locations like 
this i* to keep them from swarming 
too much. To get stocked up with 
bees better go to some successful bee­ 
keeper up with the times, and pur­ 
chase from him three or four colonies 
in movable frame hives. 
It is best 
not to start with too many, but learn 
as you go.* 
The 
debated question. 
“Which 
bees to start with?” is of little mo­ 
ment to a beginner. After you find out 
your location, then try the different 
races until you find one that suits 
you. 
Some races of bees do well in 
one location some in another. After 
getting your bees home and on their 
permanent stands, read some good 
hook on beekeeping and suscribe for 
one or more good papers. I think a 
bee 
journal 
of 
more 
impor­ 
tance than a bee hook, because the 
journal is constantly presenting the 
new and valuable discoveries made 
by the most progressive apiarists ot 
theday. 
Bee culture could only be 
learned by study and practice, liearn 
the principles from the books and pa- 
[»ers, then practically apply them; 
visit some successful apiarist. One 
visit will sometimes he worth a good 
many dollars to a beginner. 
After 
you are started well study your mar­ 
ket; try and build up a good home 
market. Hell nothing hut a good ar­ 
ticle, thoroughly well ripened, and in 
a neat, Attractive 
shajie. Tty and 
have all your honey first class. Honey 
should be lelt in the hives until thor­ 
oughly evaporated and all sealed up. 
Do not extract before it is all capped. 
Try 
and 
use a 
one-sized frame 
throughout the apiary; two or more 
sized frames are a great bother.—Pa­ 
cific Rural Press. 


spDOiita, both top and bottom, of 
stem and root, until the root Is ad­ 
vanced enough to feed upon the soil. 
During this process the body is gen­ 
erally absorbed entirely to support 
the plant. The skin of a seed is mere­ 
ly for protection; it protects the inter­ 
ior from undue moister and minor 
enemies. The germ is of amber color, 
about the consistency of old cheese, 
and cuts under a knife exactly like 
cheese. The body is harder, ot vari­ 
ous colors, and much less susceptible 
to attacks of water or insects. These 
are the characteristics of well-ripened 
seed, and are invariable. 
If the seed 
is caught by frost before becoming 
ripe, the chit crumbles to a fine pow­ 
der and becomes dead. Ho the test of 
good seed, sure to grow, is the cheesy 
character of the germ; a very simple 
thing, easily tested with a sharp knife, 
and infallible. 


H e n s or Pullets for Laying? 
Whether to retain the old hens or 
to hatch early pullets is one of the un­ 
settled questions in keeping poultry, 
says Poultry Yard. The fact is both 
the old hens and pullets may lie pre­ 
ferred, according to circumstances. 
That the pullets seem to excel the 
hens at times is true, but the matured 
hen is better for breeding purposes 
than the pullet. The hen, after she 
begins to lay, will often grow fat and 
remain so on a very small quantity of 
food. 
It is difficult to reduce a fat 
hen except by actual starvation, es­ 
pecially with some breeds, and this is 
the difficulty, though unknown to 
some, that induces them to discard 
her for the pullet, as the pullet from 
doing double duty of laying and grow­ 
ing, does not fatten so readily. 
The 
chicks from eggs produced by liens are 
nearly always stronger and more vig­ 
orous than those produced by pullets, 
and tiie hen lays a larger egg than the 
pullet. The claim that the nen will 
not lay as many eggs the second and 
third years as the first is not true. 
The hen simply fattens more readily 
as she enters her second year and be­ 
comes aged, 
if fed judiciously, she 
should cost less than the pullets and 
lay more eggs, os well as retain her 
vigor till she is five or six years old.-— 
Western Rural. 


S c a b of P o ta t o e s and Roots 
Extended experience with the scab ; 
leads tiie North Dakota Experiment j 
Station to the following interesting 
conclusions: Scabby “seed” 
tubers 
under ordinary circumstances produce 
a deceasea crop. 2. Seed potatoes 
free from scab upon soil free from the 
disease will produce healthy potatoes. 
3. The disease germs can remain in 
the ground from one crop to another. 
But not the least interesting is the 
demonstrated fact that by soaking i 
• 
! 
the seed in certain chemicals before 
planting an undiseased crop can he j 
grown frorn the scabbiest potatoes, j 
provided the soil be free from the scab j 
germs. The point is to kill the ad­ 
hering germs and not retard 
the 
growth of the tuber, And for this the j 
treatment 
recommended 
is 
with 
corrosive 
sublimate—Mercuric 
bi­ 
chloride. In the .first place the seed 
to be treated should he thoroughly 
washed in a vat of running water or 
in a tub by frequently changing the 
water. Only the fairest of potatoes 
should he retained. 
For the treatment obtain a barrel 
and place in it 13 gals, of water. Dis­ 
solve 2 ozs. of the sublimate in 2 gals, 
of warm water, add this to the barrel 
and stir for a time. 
Into this solu­ 
tion place the washed potatoes for an 
hour and a half. The liquid can he 
used for further potatoes. After the 
treatment the tubers can be cut and 
planted in the usual man net. The 
substanceeroployed is a strong poison 
and great care needs to be taken in 
its use. A similar scab is found on 
beets of various sorts and as it is 
probably the same, it is unwise to 
raise potatoes on the same land suc­ 
cessively if they are scabby and it fol 
lows that beets should not follow 
scabby potatoes, it is probable that 
other root crops are infested with the 
fungous disease, and likewise it is to 
be expected that other preventatives 
will lie found effective.—Dr. Byron 1*. 
Halsted. 


C o ntra s t of Ce lars. 
A cellar built with too little expense 
Is generally a costly adjunct as long 
as it lasts. 
The walls are often not 
thick enough or properly mortared to 
make them durable and frost-proof. 
A mere breaking of joints without us­ 
ing mortar in the middle of the wall 
will not hold it firmly together. 
A 
poorly built cellar, while it lasts, in­ 
curs a necessity for hanking every au­ 
tumn, when a quantity of manure or 
straw is placed between the house and 
an unsightly fence 
surrounding it. 
The following spring this must he 
drawn away and a general scraping 
given to the ground it occupied. Pro­ 
viding a harbor for rats and mice and 
the killing of all the grass near the 
house are among Die exterior effects. 
The contents of the cellar are liable to 
freeze in very cold weather unless a 
fire he kept burning, which incurs ex­ 
pense, bother and danger. 
The 
modern cellar wall is built 
about 2 ft. thick 
and mortared 
throughout above a line 4ft. from the 
bottom. The top is extended to the 
floor above, against which it is snugly 
pointed. No banking outside and no 
stove 
or 
frost inside. 
Windows 
double-pane, well puttied and fitted 
remove the necessity of a candle on 
entering. It is important to give the 
ground surrounding the house a good 
grade and provideeave*roughs for the 
house, also the earth in contact with 
the wall may become saturated with 
water, admitting frost more readily 
than a merely moist soil and increas­ 
ing the liability to heave the wall in­ 
ward. 
A cement floor that may be 
readily cleaned with moo or broom 
and that excludes vermin is a wel­ 
come improvement. The destruction 
in a single year of fruits, potatoes and 
vegetables by rats and meadow-moles 
would go far toward meeting the ex­ 
pense of a floor to exclude them.— 
Clark M. Drake. 


Worms at th e Root of a Rose. 
Tne small white worms that infest 
]rotted plants an 1 eat the roots are 
the young of a small black fly that 
breeds in manure or rich 
soil. 
The 
flies may he seen about the roots on 
the surface of the soil, and are most 
easily destroyed by pouring strong 
tobacco water on the earth. There 
is no need to repot the plants if this 
remedy is applied. 
It may be needed 
more than once, and any flies seen 
should he caught and 
killed. The 
flies, or rather tlie grubs, are general­ 
ly brought in the manure. 
Another 
remedy is to dip the pot completely 
under water at a heat of I DO deg. or 
as hot as the finger can be kept in it 
for a second. This will drive out or 
kill all kinds of worms, and especial­ 
ly earth worms, which are often in­ 
jurious to plants growing in pots. 
It 
is advisable when choosing the soil 
for such plants to sift it and examine 
it carefully for these pests, and see 
that it is free fiom them. 
The first 
indication of the presence of these 
pest is the yellowness of the leaves 
and their dropping from the stems. 


The R ed n e s s of Burned Sod. 
All soil contains more or less iron. 
And when new* land is cleared the 
ground under the log heaps is often 
quite red from the iron contained in 
it, and which has been oxidized by the 
burning. 
There are cases in which 
burned earth is used as manure with 
benefit, and the reason is that the 
burning oxidizes some of the idsoluhle 
earthy matter and renders it avail­ 
able for plant food. 
Generally these 
burned patches contain so much pot­ 
ash as to kill vegetation, and keep 
barren for years until the potash has 
been washed out by the rains. 
If the 
burned soil is spread over the land 
and fresh soil put in its place, these 
unsightly spots on new land would he 
prevented. 


Spread the Manure. 
Manure should never be hauled to 
the fields and left in piles. 
It should 
be spread at once, in order that every 
part of the area for w hich it is intend­ 
ed may receive the full benefit. 
Keep­ 
ing it for any length of time in a few 
spots enriches those places to the ex­ 
pense of the remainder. There is 
some advantage in keeping manure in 
the barnyard until it is well rotted 
and finely comminuted; hut this ad­ 
vantage is often more than counter­ 
balanced by the failure to care for it 
properly. The possible loss w hen it 
is hauled out and spread at once is 
much less than when it is exposed for 
a considerable length of time uncover­ 
ed in the barnyard. 


Short Rows. 
It is estimated from very reliable 
sources that this season Virginia had 
100,000 acres of land devoted to 
tobacco culture. 
Eggs from a filthy and vile-smelling 
hen house can not be really fit to eat. 
The quality of eggs is affected both by 
the food and surroundings of the hens. 
A correspondent says that in sav­ 
ing seed corn there are five points to 
look at: 
Length of ear, depth of 
grain, smallness of cob, well fitted 
ends, and a good place to keep it. 


The Country Gentleman says an 
Albany county farmer placed on each 
hale of hay shipped, the information 
that it was grown on gravelly loam 
and was free from dust and chaff— 
with name and address, and for this 
got $1.50 above the market price. 


There are some ways, at least, in 
which more protection would help the 
farmer. If he would protect his cattle 
from cold, storms and winds, his 
poultry from vermin and his tools 
and machines from sun and rain, it 
would increase his income and reduce 
his expenses. 
When cuttings are being rooted by 
amateurs in small tin or earthen ves 
sels, placed in sunny windows, the 
process can he forwarded by* painting 
the receptacle black. The color ab­ 
sorbs tHe heat and imparts it to the 
sand or earth, thus facilitating the 
starting of the roots. 
Do not allow the sheep to be out 
long in rain or snow*. When the fleece 
gets filled with either, it takes a long 
time to dry* out and a great deal of 
animal heat to dry it out, and this 
heat requires extra feed to keep up. A 
heavy 
fleece thoroughly saturated 
with water is a heavy load for the ani­ 
mal t'"*

On the vigor and perfection of the 
germ or chit depends the value of the 
seed. The body is the reserve fund of

system atically and accurately as any 
other business m an. 
It all farm ers 
did so, they would be far b etter off in 
the m ajority of cases because 
the 
keeping of careful Accounts 
would 
lead to tile habit of accuracy and 
system in all their operations, as well 
as enable them to know how they 
stood financially. 
It would not be 
advisable, in m ost eases for a farm er 
to keep an elaborate set of books. 
T h a t would tak e more tim e am! de­ 
m and m ore skill than he usually has 
a t com m and. 
Bookkeeping, as prac­ 
ticed in a great business house, is a 
science, dem and ing professional know ­ 
ledge and training. On a very barge 
farm , with varied industries and a 
large force of employes, such 
book­ 
keeping would be advisable. 
But the 
average farm er could get on very well 
with a quite simple m ethod and a 
single book. 
The first thing to do, in opening such 
a book, is to m ake out a com plete in­ 
ventory of the farm , stock, tools,etc., 
with a fair valuation on each item . 
It is a good plan to do this with a 
good ileal of detail, and, so far as the 
stock is concerned, a t least, to keep 
an account with each. 
In addition to 
this, all th a t the farm er owes and all 
th a t is due him should be put flown. 
The mere stating .of these item s in 
black and white will often prove an 
“ object lesson" of incalculable value. 
The inventory will be especially 
At m et ive, if accurately made. 
A fanner who does this for the first 
tim e will no doubt be surprised— 
som etim es agreeably—a t the value of 
his possessions, som etim es disagree­ 
ably, a t the num ber and size of his 
debts. 
B ut, if “ b itter to the ta ste ," 
such a revelation m ay be sweet to tile 
palate,’’ if it lead to greater care in 
contracting obligations in the future. 
F o r the rest there should lie ail entry, 
either in parallel ledger-line colum ns 
on the sam e page, or oil altern ate 
pages, or, as some j»eople prefer to 
keep so simple an account, in different 
p a rts of the book of every cash tra n s­ 
action, the income in one column, tile 
outgo in the other, the footings, care- 


fatten sheep, will m ake cows rive milk 
as in sum m er, and is even relished by 
poultry lf chopped up fine and boiling 
w ater poured over it. 


U se o f th e S team Plow. 
It m u tt n o t be thought th a t th e ab ­ 
sence of steam plows on American 
farm* is any evidence of a w ant of en­ 
terprise on the p a rt of the farm ers. 
There are m any reasons why these 
labor-saving machines are not so wide­ 
ly used as they are in Europe. F irst, 
our farm s arc Simi lier. the owners are 
the farm ers themselves and are rarely 
possessed of any m ore capital th a n is 
sufficient barely to stock the farm s, 
while in Europe the farm s are much 
larger arid the owners are wealthy. 
Here our country roads entirely for­ 
bid the tra n sp o rt of the heavy m a­ 
chines and the bridges are to o weak 
to bear the weight. 
If it had been 
otherwise, there might have been in­ 
stances where a steam-plowing outfit 
could have done good service, as is 
done elsewhere, by going from farm to 
farm , as the thrashing m achines do. 
E nterprise is not wanting, but op­ 
po rtu n ity . There are several of these 
machines a t w’ork in the South, and in 
one case the owner is a farm er who 
has no m ore th an 300 acres of land. 
B ut he has a thrashingm achine which 
em ploys an engine, and this he uses in 
the Spring for plowingiiisown and the 
neighbors’ farm s. This is an evidence 
th a t 
enterprise 
is nut altogether 
absent from the native Southerners, 
and shows to some extent the change 
th a t is taking place in the agriculture 
of the 8outh. 
In South Carolina, on 
one of the rice p lan tatio n s near 
Georgetown, there is a steam plowing 
outfit a t work which is furnished with 
electric lights, so th a t the work m ay 
go on continually night 
and day. 
A nother oi the sam e kind is working 
in California, by which ICI) acres are 
plowed in the tw enty-four hours a t a 
cost of only 12’v cents per acre. 
No 
doubt as such tacts become known 
there will be m ore of this profitable 
work done and the cost of the crops 
lessened. 


Farm ers Should U nd erstand C hem ­ 
istry. 
If there is one science m ore th an a n ­ 
other of which the elements a t least 
should be well understood by farmers, 
and especially by those who under­ 
tak e the instruction of farm ers, it is 
chem istry. 
Til is science to 
those 
m ost im portant p a rts of farm work, 
the fertilizing of the soil and the feed­ 
ing of anim als. 
And these cannot be 
undertaken with any degree of efficien­ 
cy w ithout some knowledge of chemis­ 
try . 
And here is an instance of the 
tru th in this. 
A w riter and lecturer on dairy su b ­ 
jects says the woody fibre of straw 
and cornstalks ( a n not be m ade food 
by any process. 
But by 
a 
very 
com m only-used 
process 
starch 
is 
in- j m ade from such woody fibre as saw ­ 
dust, and the starch is then convert­ 
ed into 
sugar, of 
which 
a 
large 
q u a n tity is p u t off upon the public iii 
the form of syrup as glucose, and this 
is quite as nutritio u s as other sugar. 
M oreover, this sam e person is a strong 
advocate of the practice of ensilage, 
of which he cannot say too much in 
regard to its value as increasing the 
digestibility and nutritive value of 
the fodder. 
There is no question th a t 
by this process the woody tiller of the 
corn is changed into digestible food to 
such an extent as to pay all the cost 
of putting the fodder info the silo, 
where it undergoes such a process of 
ferm entation as tc convert some of 


a n i n g e n i o u s 
c i p h e r . 


How th * F riends of a P rsn o h T htsf

A N ew P r o c e ss for Coloring Skins, 
By a new process now being in tro ­ 
duced the coloring of sheepskins for 
rugs, etc., has bed) much simplified, 
while a t the sam e lim a th eap pearance 
is said to be considerably im proved 
beyond the ordinary article. 
Accord­ 
ing to this m ethod the skins, after 
being tanned in the usual m anner, are 
well w atered and nailed flat on a 
board of corresponding size with flesh 
side dow nw ard. 
A b ath o r beck is m ade up w ith the 
colors required, and the b o ard with 
skin allowed to float upon it, so th a t 
the wool hangs downward; th e beck is 
thengradually heated up to the temper- 
atu re necessary for dyeing, care being 
taken th a t no waves are produced— 
the point of consideration in this re ­ 
spect being no t to allow full boiling to 
tie reached—and. after the dyeing is 
accomplished, th e skin is rinsed on 
the board, then loosened and dried. 
If m any skins are to be dried, large, 
shallow’ v a ts and casks are fitted up, 
upon which m ay float the boards, tile 
la tte r to be well dried to prevent 
w arping.—New Y’ork Sun. 


quickest m ethods of im proving 
land: 
“ I very much doubt, the cheapness 
of a good stan d of clover plowed un­ 
der. 
I*et us consider the m atter. 
A 
good crop of clover will m ake I 1*, tons 
of hay, first crop, w hich if cut and 
cured in projier shape and tim e, is 
w orth no less th an $10. Then we 
would 
have a second crop which 
would m ake tw o ' bushels of seed, 
which a t present q u o tatio n s would 
bring ab out $9 more, m aking a to ta l 
of $19 for the clover. Taking out $2 
per acre for each cutting, would leave 
$15 net ]ier acre. 
We now have our hay in the barn, 
and we will first take out its feeding 
value and then return it to the soil. 
One and one-half tons of clover ro tted 
down will m ake a very light dress­ 
ing for one acre. 
I rem em ber of a field of five acres of 
clover plowed down in June, in full 
blossom, and fifteen acres in the sam e 
field sown to o ats. The clover field 
was harrow ed to keep down weeds 
and the whole was sown to w heat in 
the fall. 
I kept close w atch of the 
field to see the benefit of the dover, 
but there was no perceptibledifference 
to be seen. I think there was no dif­ 
ference in favor of the clover, and I 
never could see any benefit on th a t 
piece of ground over the other in years 
afterw ard. Clover is king on clay soil. 
No intelligent farm er will deny th a t. 
B ut if a crop of d o v er is taken from 
the land and the field plowed before 
the d o v er is all killed out, the poor­ 
est soils never fail to raise good crops. 
The d o v er roots penetrate and loosen 
the soil and the decaying rootsthefol- 
lowing season furnish nitrogen and 
leave the soil porous so tfia t other 
crops can send out roots. This is the 
secret of raising big crops. 
It is not 
th a t the soil is to o poor, oftentim es, 
th a t crops fail, but the ground is so 
bard th a t ro o ts cannot penetrate, 
hence sm all to p growth. The tops of 
any p lan t alw ays correspond with 
its 
roots. 
I 
have 
seen 
fair 
crops of p a ts plowed down and the 
ground sowed to wheat, where the 
o ats would have brought m ore in 
dollars and cents th a n the w heat the 
following season. 
I have also seen 
heavy crops of sowed corn plowed 
down with no ap p aren t results; in fact 
such crops seem to be a detrim ent to 
a w heat crop if the fall should be a 
dry one. The old Pennsylvania way 
of raising w heat was to plow' dow’n 
clover, b u t when th a t is practiced you 
m ust rem em ber th a t you tak e tw o 
seasons to get one crop, I have seen 
come crops of clover plowed dowq and 
noted results, apd have plowed fields 
with the clover taken off, and have 
n o t yet concluded th a t plowing in 
plover is any perceptible benefit. You 
will alw ays find where clover is raised 
and fed o u t on the farm th a t such 
farm s are gaining in fertility. 
Claver 
hay is (dished by all stock; ii will 


T h e W ar W ith W eed s. 
Careless farm ing says a w riter in the 
Ohio Practical F arm er allows weeds 
to deplete the soil more th an the cere­ 
als planted. 
Fence-corners and bj’- 
p I aces are too often neglected in culti­ 
vated fields, from whence the seeds 
are scattered. 
I have a notion th a t 
weeds can be eradicated cheaply by' 
keeping a farm well stocked with sheep. 
During my 40 years’ experience and 
practice on 500 acres of land it was a 
rare sight to see weeds growing am ong 
the crops. Sheep are great scavengers. 
Briars, alders, and m ost annual weed* 
can be kept in check and finally eradi­ 
cated by ‘sheeping.’ Biennials and 
perennials m ust be treated in a m ore 
careful m anner. Never lie in too much 
of a hurry’ to sto p and cut a single 
weed. 
After ‘slieeping’ thoroughly I 
use a sharn hoe to com plete the work. 
“ When the sheep cannot have ac­ 
cess to the fence corners I mow them 
twice a year, and m ost form s of weeds 
disappear; those which do not are 
spudded or cut off 
as m entioned 
above. 
I bought 80 acres of weedy' 
land adjoining me and in tw’o years a 
weed could scarcely he found. The 
clieajiest help a farm er can have is a 
flock of sheep. 
I carried on a largo 
farm ; had frpm five to ten hands d u r­ 
ing sum m er. 
I kept one ro u stab o u t 
m an to watch the weeds and to do 
anything else requiring odd work. 
’I he w orst weeds th a t we have to 
contend with are pigeon-weed and rag­ 
weed. 
Sheep will kill rag-weed if pas­ 
tured when young and tender on short 
range." 
Feeding Stock. 
W orking and growing anim als need 
m ore muscle and bone forming m a­ 
terials th an those th a t are being 
finished for m arket and one of the 
advantages secured by a knowledge 
of the elements th a t the various m a­ 
terials generally used for food con­ 
tain is a much better ratio n for the 
purpose desired 
can be m ade up. 
During the w inter it is usually best to 
feed a larger proportion of fat forming 
foods th a n in sum m er. Nearly or 
quite all fattening foods are heating, 
and as anim al heat, to a m ore or less 
extent, m ust lie m aintained by the 
food supplied during the winter, a 
m ore 
fattening 
ratio n should be 
given than during the sum m er. 


I he Old Cow. 
An old cow is a poor subject for 
cheap beef. 
Yet som ething has to be 
done with an anim al past its useful­ 
ness—a t the pail. D on’t m ake the 
m istake of feeding her exclusively on 
corn meal. She m ust have laxative 
foods and appetizers as well to keep 
in trim for rapid fattening. A few 
potatoes, apples, turnips, beets or 
squashes will aid wonderfully and 
bring ab o u t the desired jesuit before 
cold weather. These failing giye a lit­ 
tle linseed meal, gradually increasing 
the q u an tity . Two weeks before kill­ 
ing reject any food th a t m ay ta in t tbs 
flesh. 


“ Does it ever occur to you to won­ 
der when y'ou com plain of the to rtu re 
of shaving how men managed to keep 
their faces clean before the exquisitely' 
tempered steel razors of to day' were 
invented?" said a scientist to a W ash­ 
ington S tar reporter. 
“ You have only to observe Die a n ­ 
cient sculptures to see th a t shaving 
was practiced in the earliest times. 
The faces of the old Egyptians are 
represented in their statu es and bas­ 
reliefs as clean shaved except for the 
beard on the chin. 
W hat so rt of 
razors did they use? Nobody knows, 
but som ething is known about the 
evolution 
way. 
“ The first razor was a pair of clam 
or mussel shells, with which 
our 
savage ancestors pulled out the hairs 
on their heads by grasping them as 
with pincers. 
In the course of tim e it 
was found out th a t by sharpening the 
edges of the shells they could beground 
against one another so as to saw’ off 
the hairs. Two keen-edged flakes of 
stone could be employed for the sam e 
purpose as Mexican Indians utilize 
bits of obsidian. 
“ As a rule, the straight-haired and 
scant-bearded races to-day, like the 
N orth American Indians, pluck out 
their beards. The Polynesians get rid 
of their superfluous hair with chloride 
of lime, which they m anufacture by 
burning coal. 
“ When the bronze age arrived razors 
were m ade of th a t m aterial, which 
has since been superseded by’ tam per­ 
ed steel. 
The latest razors are fire 
and electricity. 
B arbers of the m ost 
advanced school now days singe the 
hair instead of cutting it, and an 
electric needle is used to destroy hairs 
where they* ought not to grow by be­ 
ing th ru st into the follices, a slight 
current killing the ro o ts."

H i b o a s N o t L ive on T om ato Cans, 
H o o p s k lr ts and S uch Food. 
“ I am satisfied," said Col. Calliper 
“ th a t the phrase ‘as f ill .as a g o at.’ 
conveying as it does the idea of sur­ 
reptitious and reprehensible enjoy­ 
m ent, does the goat great injustice. 
It> appears to be based on m isinform a­ 
tion concerning the g o a t’s natu re and 
habits. 
“According to the popular notion 
the chief articles of a g o a t’s diet ai e 
discarded hoopskirts, em pty to m ato 
cans and circus posters. 
I t is difficult 
to see how a goat could ever get very 
full on food of this kind, o r how any­ 
body could ever hav e imagined th a t 
such food, in w hatever q u an tity taken, 
could im part a large m easure of joy 
B ut even this bill of fare m ust ne m a 
terially curtailed. 
W hether 
goats 
ever actually did eat hoopskirts or 
not they certainly do not do so now, 
and the goats of the younger genera­ 
tion could never have eaten a t all, for 
hoopskirts have n o t been worn for 
y’ears. The son of my next door 
neighbor, an intelligent boy of 12, 
says th a t it isn’t so ab out goats e a t­ 
ing to m a to cans; th a t they never do. 
This boy h a llw a y s been a close ob- 
nerver of f lo a ts; lie has personally 
owned one for the p ast six m onths, 
and I regard his testim ony as conclu­ 
sive. This leaves only the circus p o st­ 
ers. 
It is generally’ conceded th a t 
goats do eat circus posters. The cir­ 
cus was never so glorious as now, and 
the posters are larger and m ore glori­ 
ous th a n ever, but there can be n o th ­ 
ing in bard paste or in dry paper, how­ 
ever brightly colored, which could 
cause th a t hilarious activity which 
the goat som etim es displays, or p ro ­ 
duce th a t appearance of placid con­ 
tentm ent which is after all, th e goats 
chief characteristic. 
“T he fact is th a t the joyousness of 
the goat proceeds not from anything 
th a t it eats or drinks, nor from any 
condition of fullness, but from inborn 
good nature and love of fun.

B oards of H ealth and food Commis­ 
sions in m any cities and sta te s have 
been occupied with the sam e problem. 
and in m any instances have published 
lists of powders containing alum or 
am m onia, so th a t the public m ay 
avoid them . 
Following is a p a rtia l 
list of such powders: Royal, Calumet, 
F orest City, Bon Bon, Chicago Yeast, 
Snow Ball, K enton and Pearl.

It is a well known fact that 
the merchants here are selling goods 
higher than they would if th‘-y could 
sell for cash, and it is due entirely to I street, 
the large amount of credit given and 
the losses sustained thereby.
